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Residents fight to save 
their village post office

CLOSING the Post Office in Exning 
would “destroy the village commu¬ 
nity”, residents have said. 

A petition campaign has been 
launched by villagers after reports 
that their post office was set to close 
and move to a “shared counter” in a 
shop in the village. 

Keith Miller, landlord of The 
White Swan on Oxford Street, start¬ 
ed the petition along with a Face- 
book page urging residents to “Save 
Exning Village Post Office”. 

In just a week, more than 250 
people have signed the petition, 
and the Facebook page has seen 
more than 9,000 views. 

Mr Miller told the News : “The Post 
Office has been here for over 100 
years. People come here because 
they can park and at the Newmar¬ 
ket post office the queue is always 
horrendously long and elderly peo¬ 
ple aren’t able to stand in it. 

“Lots of people were coming into 
the pub and saying we need to do 
something. So I did... I put it on Fa¬ 
cebook and it had 9,000 views with¬ 
in 24 hours.

“I have been opening the pub 
early as people have been knocking 
on the door in the morning asking 
to come in and sign the petition. 

“Not one person has said closing 
the post office is a good idea.” 

Mr Miller said correspondence 
to local residents from the post of¬ 
fice after complaints told them that 


the branch would be moving to a 
“shared counter” within the Londis 
store. 

But he said it “beggar’s belief” to 
consider a shared counter for the 
branch which would be “lost in the 
back” of an already busy shop. 

He said it would be an “insult” to 
the people of Exning. 


“This is one of the most popular 
in the area,” Mr Miller said. “There 
are people going in and out of it all 
day. 

“The staff there are lovely and 
helpful. It’s that personal touch. If 
you go into Londis it’s not going to 
be post office staff. You can go to 
the postmaster Sarah and say what¬ 


ever you need and she will know 
how to do it.” 

The landlord added that without 
the post office, many elderly peo¬ 
ple would have to “go without their 
pensions” because they would not 
be able to stand in the long queues 
at other branches. 

The Post Office could not tell the 
News any details of their proposed 
changes, and would only say there 
would be a refurbishment and po¬ 
tential change of venue. 

A spokesperson said: “The post¬ 
master at Exning Post Office has de¬ 
cided to leave under the Post Office 
branch modernisation programme 
subject to us finding a suitable ap¬ 
plicant with premises to take on the 
Post Office. 

“The vacancy has been adver¬ 
tised and we will soon announce a 
proposal to re-locate the branch. 

“There will be a six-week public 
consultation.” 

The spokesperson added: “We 
are committed to maintaining a 
Post Office in Exning.” 

The company was unable to di¬ 
vulge any more detail into the pro-

Triathlon target for 
‘fantastic, brave’ Alex

A SCHOOLBOY recovering 
from an aggressive brain tu¬ 
mour has decided to take on 
a triathlon to help his family 
raise the £4,000 needed to 
buy him a new wheelchair. 

Alex Lister, 12, from So- 
ham, needs to use a wheel¬ 
chair after the tumour left 
him with a weakness down 
his right side. 

Although he can walk, 
swim and cycle, Alex finds 
long distances a challenge 
and gets tired easily. 

The Soham Village Col¬ 
lege pupil has vowed to to 
complete his own triathlon 
to raise the funds to buy the 
chair which meets his needs. 

Alex’s mum, Annalise, 
said: “Alex is a fantastic, 
brave boy who has over¬ 
come the odds time and 
time again. 

“He was diagnosed with 
a brain tumour the size of a 
pear in 2009 at the age of just 
6 and underwent immediate 
surgery, followed by inten¬ 
sive bouts of chemotherapy, 
radiotherapy and stem cell 
replacement. 

“Unfortunately in 2011 
we received the devastating 
news the tumour had re¬ 
turned and there was noth¬ 
ing more the hospital could 
do for him.” 

Alex’s illness worsened in 
2012, when he was rushed 
to Addenbrooke’s. 

The hospital stabilised 
him and it was agreed he 
would go home to spend his 
last days with family. 

Annalise said: “That was 
three years ago and since 
then, remarkably, Alex 
has gone from strength to 
strength. 

“While his illness has left 
him with learning and phys¬ 
ical disabilities, he has been 
tremendously brave and de¬ 
termined to lead as normal 
a life as possible. He is now 
a full time pupil at Soham 
Village’s College’s hub and 
regularly enjoys cycling, 
swimming and walking his 
dogAlfie. 



“Everyone who knows Alex 
has been simply amazed by 
his progress. While we will 
never be out of the woods 
regarding his cancer, we 
have got to the stage where 
we are trying to lead as nor¬ 
mal a life as possible. 

“We always try and keep 
Alex active with regular 
walks, tricycle rides and 
swims but he tires very eas¬ 
ily and a wheelchair has be¬ 
come an important part of 
our life.” 

Earlier this year, Alex 
was provided with an elec¬ 
tric wheelchair by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Wheelchair 
Services. 

However sadly because of 
his inability to concentrate 
for long periods of time and 
limited vision, it is not safe 
for him to control by himself 
in busy areas. 

As a result, Alex’s family 
and carers must use a man¬ 
ual wheelchair. 

With Alex’s weight now 
touching 13 stone as a con¬ 
sequence of his illness, his 
family say pushing him has 
become difficult. 

Annalise said: “Our per¬ 
fect solution is a lightweight 
wheelchair with a power- 
pack which can be either 


controlled by Alex or his car¬ 
ers at the flick of a switch. 

“The only downside is 
this cannot be provided by 
Wheelchair Services, leaving 
us to meet the £4,000 short¬ 
fall if we want a chair which 
will best meet the needs of 
Alex and his carers.” 

The family has already 
received some fantastic 
support from the Liam Fair- 
hurst Foundation. 

Sarah Fairhurst, who also 
lives in Soham, has donated 
£1,000 from the foundation 
to Alex’s wheelchair fund 
after completing a 10km 
run in Caldecote with the 
Listers’ family friend, Rob 
Monk, on August 16. 

But Alex and his family are 
doing their bit too. 

On November 1, Alex and 
his 8-year-old brother Dan¬ 
iel will be doing their own 
very special triathlon. 

This will involve walking 
lkm, cycling 1km and com¬ 
pleting a 100m swim (with 
breaks in between for Alex), 
while Annalise and Alex’s 
dad, Mark, are organising a 
fundraising quiz in October.

Sex act couple 
are sentenced 


A FRISKY couple who got 
carried away near The 
Grafton centre in Cambridge 
have been sentenced. 

Charlene Spice, of Granby 
Street, Newmarket, and An¬ 
dreas George Georgiou were 
handed community orders 
at the city’s magistrates’ 
court for charges of outrag¬ 
ing public decency. 

Earlier this month, they 
admitted engaging in sexual 
acts together in the city cen¬ 
tre, in broad daylight. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court the pair and 
friends, had been drinking 
to celebrate Spice’s birthday. 

The mother-of-two, 30, 
was wearing a T-shirt, which 
had ripped and exposed her 
breasts, and trousers which 
were falling down.

Mr Brown continued: 
“Spicer was lying on her 
back on the ground... several 
members of the public were 
walking past and were see¬ 
ing what was taking place.” 

The amorous couple then 
moved to an alleyway lead¬ 
ing to Burleigh Place to carry 
out more acts - which were 
still seen by the public. 

Police were called and 
both were later arrested. 

Magistrates were told that 
when Georgiou, 34, of Vic¬ 
toria Road, Cambridge, was 
shown the CCTVhe was “dis¬ 
gusted” with his behaviour 
while Spice was “ashamed” 
and “humiliated”. 

Spice was in Cambridge 


to meet her boyfriend and 
told police that she couldn’t 
remember performing the 
acts because she was “more 
drunk than she had ever 
been in her life”. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigat¬ 
ing, said: “She has a very 
high acknowledgment of 
the fact it will have had an 
impact on people going 
about their business at The 
Grafton centre at the time.” 

Spice, who was also sen¬ 
tenced for being drunk and 
disorderly, has not con¬ 
sumed alcohol since. 

Both were ordered to 
pay £180 charge, £85 pros¬ 
ecution costs and £60 victim 
surcharge. Georgiou must 
serve 80 hours of unpaid 
work, and Spice will be sub¬ 
ject to a four week curfew.

Vulcan in the 
Suffolk skies 
for final time

A VULCAN jet soared over 
the skies of Newmarket last 
week as part of its final flight 
over Suffolk. 

The Avro Vulcan XH588 
flew over Newmarket and 
the surrounding area on its 
way to an air show in Clac¬ 
ton this weekend. 

For the first and last time, 
Lakenheath’s F-15 planes 
joined the Vulcan as it flew 
across the base’s skies, with 
many invited to the base to 
see its final Suffolk flyover. 

Senior Airman Trevor 
McBride, 48th Fighter Wing 
photojournalist, said: “It 
was an unbelievable experi¬ 
ence I’ll never forget. 

“Not only did I just receive 
an amazing opportunity to 
fly in an F-15C Eagle, I was 
able to document a major 
historical event here in the 
UK.” 

The Vulcan, which is set 
to retire later this month 
first flying as part of the RAF 
from 1956 until 1984, in¬ 
cluding during the Cold War 
in the 1960s. 

It has since become a 
regular feature at air shows 
around the country and is 


now owned privately. 

Colonel Robert Novotny, 
commander of RAF Lak¬ 
enheath, said: “The Vulcan 
topped my expectations. 

“The Vulcan is such a 
unique aircraft and seeing 
such an iconic plane fly with 
our Lakenheath fighters 
really brings home our alli¬ 
ance.” 

The Vulcan made three 
passes over the Suffolk air¬ 
base, with USAF personnel 
packing the viewing area at 
the base. 

Stuart Thurtle, photog¬ 
rapher for Simply Planes, 
watched from RAF Laken¬ 
heath. 

He said: “It’s been an abso¬ 
lutely wonderful experience 
to be by the US Air Force to 


shoot such an historic event. 

“I’m lucky to have been 
provided such an oppor¬ 
tunity to see one of the last 
viewings of such a nostalgic 
plane.” 

The plane was also seen 
across Bury St Edmunds and 
around the skies of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire on Thursday af¬ 
ternoon. 

Following its final air- 
show, the Vulcan will be kept 
at Robin Hood Airport in 
Doncaster. 

The plane has been 
grounded as the engine life 
is said to have been “ex¬ 
hausted” by now, and that 
several other components 
would be needed that would 
be too expensive to refur¬ 
bish or reproduce.

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Get the basics 
done first 

I RECENTLY read in a regional 
newspaper that Forest Heath District 
Council is considering sporting 
£14million on a 'large scale solar 
farm', location not disclosed. 

Before they get carried away with 
committing large sums of money, I 
wonder if they could spare a few bob 
to tidy up the trees located along 
pavements and other public open 
spaces within the urban district of 
Newmarket?

Are they naive? 

Are the leaders of Europe being 
naive? 

I ask this question because people 
seem to be closing their eyes to the 
glaringly obvious. 

I have every sympathy with the 
people in Syria, Iraq and eastern 
Turkey who are suffering persecution. 
It is a plain fact of the human 
condition that if you are a minority 
and/or are not supportive of the 
government where you are living you 
are certain to be persecuted to some 
extent or another from time to time. 

It is human nature. 

It is also a fact that communities, also 
including diverse communities such 


as the British community, will act 
when they perceive a need to protect 
themselves from any huge influx of 
people, however lovely these people 
are, who are different from them in 
one way or another, colour, religion, 
culture, or whatever. This is entirely 
a natural phenomenon. You cannot 
change it, no more than you can 
change in the field of economics 
what we call "the market". It is 
foolishly naive to think otherwise. 
When I look at the waves of 
population movements from Syria 
and other places where people are 
being bombed out of any normal 
sort of life, I ask myself one question. 
Why, in God's name, are these 
people making the oh so long and 
treacherous journey north and 
west to Europe? These people are 
ethnically and culturally Asian, not 
European. Common sense tells me 
that these people should be able to 
live a quiet peaceful life if they were 
to make the relatively shorter journey 
north, through Turkey and Iran and 
then down the Araks river valley 
into Azerbaijan, Kazakhstan beyond, 
and other predominantly Moslem 
countries more distant. All a shorter 
journey than through the reported 


"jungles of Hungary". To guess the 
answer, I'd say that the self-styled 
supreme leaders of the Islamic state 
called Iran are preventing it. Or 
complicit with the people traffickers. 
Same agenda. 

On first glance it does not make any 
sense that these travelling people 
should think they would integrate 
into a Western country with its 
Christian history and culture. Am I 
being naive, too, not to take a second 
lance and consider what is really 
appening? 

Violence is not effective when 
the war crimes of the past are not 
countenanced any longer. Peaceful 
process stands every chance of being 
more effective when your enemy 
rejects the means, now labelled as 
immoral, which historically were the 
pragmatic means to protect peoples 
and nations. Did not Colonel Gaddafi 
say just that when he decided to 
forsake terrorism and a quest for 
weapons of mass destruction? 

Europe is caught by its new 
"morality" and nobody is saying so 
because of this other new invention 
called political correctness.

However, in Europe there does not 
seem to be the determination to 
crush their ruthless activities with the 
same ruthlessness that the people 
traffickers possess.

Look at how other 
nations from Thailand to Togo and 
Burma to the Bahamas deal with 
people wanting to settle in their 
country and you will see the immense 
difference between what European 
and American countries consider the 
right thing to do and what the rest 
of the world think. Can most of the 
world be wrong and only us right? 

A fundamental change in Western 
society is needed, and quickly.

CAMBRIDGE United fan 
Simon Dobbin, who was 
viciously attacked in South- 
end, has spoken his first 
words since the incident, his 
family have said. 

The father and grandfa¬ 
ther, from Mildenhall, who 
is now in a rehabilitation 
centre in Norwich, is said to 
have been able to speak to 
his family for the first time 
in five months last week. 

Daughter Emily Dobbin 
shared the news on her Fa- 
cebook page. It was then 
shared on a United forum 
and a Facegroup group for 
fans. 

The post said: “Today was 
the first day we heard dad’s 
voice in over 5 months! It 
was so amazing to watch, 
he managed to count to 
40, recite the alphabet, go 
through family names and 
tell us he loves us! 

“Although he did sound 
like a chain smoker, I 
couldn’t be more proud.” 

Mr Dobbin, known as 
‘Dobbo’ to friends, was on 
his way to the railway sta¬ 
tion in Southend with a

small group of Cambridge 
United fans when he was at¬ 
tacked. 

Rival fans came out of The 
Railway Pub and “jumped” 
them, using Mr Dobbin “like 
a football”. 

Police had to use CS gas 
to break them up during the 
incident on March 21. 

The significant step comes 
after his wife, Nicole, said 
her husband had undergone 
a “fantastic change”. 

Simon’s son, Liam, told 
the News that while he had 
not seen a “major” speech 
improvement in his father, 
the progress was welcome. 

He said: “It’s not a mas¬ 
sive transformation yet but 
it’s a big change because he’s 
laughing and smiling. When 
he has his speaking valve in 
he does try and talk to you 
and tries to say yes or no to 
questions. The changes so 
far have been positive. 

“He is more like my dad 


than he ever was. You can 
actually have a laugh with 
him now. 

“It’s more like old times.” 

Liam added that the Nor¬ 
wich rehabilitation centre 
was the “last stop” in his 
journey, where they will 
monitor him for a year. 

“After that it’s a waiting 
game,” Liam said. 

Eight more men were ar¬ 
rested over the brutal attack 
earlier this month, as the 
News reported. 

It brought the total num¬ 
ber of arrests over the inci¬ 
dent to 17. All those arrested 
prior to the latest eight re¬ 
main on police bail. 

The eight men, who are 
aged 19 to 30 and all from 
Essex and East London, 
were arrested on suspicion 
of assault and violent disor¬ 
der over the incident.

Mower thief 
avoids prison 
sentence 


AN EMPLOYEE who stole a ride- 
on lawn mower worth £2,000 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Melanie Bullen-Webb was 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court on Thursday 
after admitting stealing the 
Honda mower earlier this 
month. 

The 41 -year-old, who worked 
at a stables in Newmarket, met 
a man who asked to borrow the 
mower, owned by her employer 
and stables owner George 
Haine, for a fee. 

She said she had only taken 
it temporarily to give to the 
man, who she had met in a pub 
earlier. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that a neighbour 
spotted her guiding a truck on 
to the property, then assisting to 
load it on to the vehicle. 

The neighbour's CCTV 
showed her driving off with the 
lawnmower on the rear of the 
truck. It was worth £2,000, the 
court had previously heard on 
June 17. 

She took £50 as payment, 
he said, but when she tried to 
contact the man afterwards to 
retrieve the mower he had given 
her a false number. 

The equipment has not been 
recovered. 

Nick Simons, mitigating, told 
the court that Bullen-Webb, 
of Queensway, Exning, has 
just started working in a bar 
and hopes to be able to pay 
her compensation as soon as 
possible. 

Magistrates sentenced 
her to eight weeks in prison, 
suspended for one year, and 
she must complete 20 days 
of rehabilitation activity 
requirement with the Probation 
Service. 

She will also pay £500 
compensation, £180 court 
charge, £80 victim surcharge 
and £35 prosecution costs.

A MAN from Lakenheath who 
indecently assaulted six boys 
in the 1990s, has been jailed for 
eight years. 

Brian Gibbs, 47, of Wingfield 
Road, befriended the boys aged 
from 11 when he was in his 20s 
and treated them to cigarettes, 
alcohol and food. 

He drove them around, took 
them on trips and invited them 
to his house in Ashdon Road, 
Saffron Walden. 

Judge Patricia Lynch QC, said 
at Chelmsford Crown Court: 
“Only a prison sentence is ap¬ 
propriate. It was a course of 
conduct where there was clear 
grooming of adolescent boys 
and the taking advantage of 
them to perpetrate sexual as¬ 
saults upon them.”

She jailed him for eight years. 
She also ordered him to sign the 
sex offenders register indefi¬ 
nitely and granted a sexual harm 
prevention order for 10 years, 
that monitors his internet use 
and access to children. 

The judge was told that Gibbs 
did not accept the jury’s verdicts. 

He had denied a total of 11 of¬ 
fences of gross indecency, inde¬ 
cency with a child, and indecent 
assault relating to the six young¬ 
sters, but was convicted after a 
trial in July. 

The court heard that Gibbs 
touched some of the boys while 


they were passengers in his car 
and on one occasion offered two 
of the boys 200 cigarettes and a 
Zippo lighter in return for sexual 
favours, which they did. 

One of those witnesses, now 
aged 34, spoke of how his life 
had been “wrecked” by what 
happened, telling the court: “I 
just feel dirty from what I let him 
do.” 

Prosecutor Paul Jarvis said 
Gibbs’ interest in his “teenage 
entourage” was sexual and he 
took advantage of their imma¬ 
turity. 

It went beyond horseplay on 
occasions and included oral sex 
and masturbation. 

Gibbs did not give evidence 
at his trial but, in a statement to 
police when arrested in Septem¬ 


ber 2013 he denied any sexual 
activity took place. 

He admitted he was gay but 
said he only engaged in sexual 
activity with adults. 

During the trial the jury heard 
that Gibbs also denied seven of¬ 
fences of making indecent im¬ 
ages of children in September 
2013, discovered on his comput¬ 
er at his Lakenheath home. 

Those charges did not form 
part of the sex abuse trial and 
were mentioned by the pros¬ 
ecution to show he did have an 
interest in juvenile males, which 
Gibbs had refuted. 

At the sentencing hearing, the 
prosecution said it would not be 
proceeding on those separate 
charges and the judge ordered 
them to be left on the file.

14,000 knives 
binned in area 


MORE than 14,000 knives 
have been handed into po¬ 
lice across Suffolk in the past 
four years, the force have 
said. 

As part of the Bin a Blade 
campaign, Suffolk police 
have set up permanent 
bins outside their station 
in Mildenhall to encour¬ 
age people to deposit their 
knives. 

Three other bins were left 
at stations around the coun¬ 
ty, while two mobile bins 
also collected the blades in 
the drive. 

Since the campaign start¬ 
ed in 2011, 14,043 knives 
have been deposited in the 
bins across the county. 

The initial year-long am¬ 
nesty which began in 2011 
saw 6,125 knives anony¬ 
mously left. 

In 2012, another 2,205 
blades were dropped, with 
that number rising to an¬ 
other 2,606 in 2013. 

In 2014, 1,727 knives were 
surrendered. So far in 2015, 
the number stands at 1,380

knives. 

The knives are then taken 
to a recycling centre in Great 
Blakenham where they are 
disposed of safely. 

Suffolk Police’s Temporary 
Chief Constable Gareth Wil¬ 
son said: “We will continue 
to work with partners across 
Suffolk to encourage knife 
disposal using our designat¬ 
ed bins; our campaign en¬ 
sures that bladed items can 
be deposited anonymously, 
any day of the week and at 
any time. 

“Our amnesty is continu¬ 
ing to make people think 
about the consequences of 
carrying a knife and realise 
that even one knife out on 
the streets of Suffolk, is one 
too many. 

“It is important that resi¬ 
dents and visitors feel safe 
and people are given the 
opportunity to dispose of 
unwanted knives in a way 


to ensure they are not used 
in criminality or anti-social 
behaviour.” 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said emphasis on the 
danger of carrying a blade 
must continue. 

He said: “We need to do all 
we can through education, 
peer pressure, policing and 
sentencing to make it ab¬ 
solutely clear that it’s never 
acceptable for a person to 
carry a knife or weapon. 

“I fully support the use of 
these bins and would en¬ 
courage anyone who has a 
knife or any other weapon to 
dispose of them responsibly 
and immediately. 

“Ultimately it is about 
making Suffolk as safe as 
possible.”

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Retirement 
plans are 
confirmed 
bv Turner 


HAYLEY Turner is hoping to bow out on a high 
after confirming she will retire from the saddle 
at the end of the season. 

The 32-year-old is the most successful female 
rider in British racing history having recorded 
a landmark success when steering the David 
Simcock-trained Dream Ahead to victory in 
the July Cup at Newmarket in 2011, becoming 
the first woman to secure a Group One victory 
outright. 

She then followed up with another top-level 
success aboard Margot Did in the Nunthorpe 
Stakes later that summer, while Simcock supplied 
Turner with a Grade One win on I’m A Dreamer 
in the Beverly D. Stakes of 2012. 

However, Turner (pictured below) feels the 
time is right to call a halt to her riding days and 
she is now eager to embrace a life outside of the 
weighing room. 

She said: “I have loved every 
second of my career as a jockey 
and I am incredibly grateful to 
all those that have supported 
me over the years especially 
my agent, Guy Jewell, Michael 
Bell, Conor Dore and James 
Fanshawe. 

“I am really excited to be 
starting a new chapter in 
my life and am very much 
looking forward to the new 
challenges ahead. 

“I will continue to stay as 
focused as ever on my riding until 
the end of this season and will be hoping 
to ride as many winners as possible until then.” 

Speaking to At The Races, who she will be 
working for in the future, Newmarket-based 
Turner said: “I’ve done an awful lot over the last 
15 years and I just feel ready to get my teeth 
stuck into something new. 

“I think I first started to think about it at the 
Derby meeting in June when I had a meeting 
with Johnno Spence (her manager). 

“I’ve loved every minute and I feel like it is the 
right time. I’ve made the decision myself. 

“I’m particularly pleased with how this season 
has gone. 

“Last season was a steady one after my injury, 
it took longer to get going, but this year I feel

back to my best and ready to leave on a high. 

“Seal Of Approval, the horse I fell off (in 
2013), went and won a Group One at Ascot on 
Champions Day for George Baker when I was 
sat at home, feeling frustrated. I cried and had 
to ring my mum. 

“It’s tough, but it happens to jockeys. I’ve 
no regrets at all. I went to James and Jacko 
Fanshawe’s last night to explain everything. 

“I’ve had a lot of injuries and I’ve never been 
fazed by them but this injury knocked my 
confidence, I was pulling out of gaps that I 
wouldn’t have done and was feeling nervous. 

“At the time I wouldn’t have admitted it, but 
now I know I’m riding better. 

“Saying I’m frustrated by lack of opportunities 
is a bit unfair. 

“I’m on 40 winners already, if I rode 
until the end of the year I’d have 
k over 50 which is good. 

“Being a jockey isn’t just a 
job, it’s a lifestyle. It’s difficult 
to balance work and life. 

“I’m hoping people will 
still use me until the end of 
the season, it was nice going 
over and having that winner 
in Japan (over last weekend) 
and I’m really looking forward 
to the last couple of months. 
“Hopefully the last ride will be 
at Doncaster on the last day of the 
season.” 

Turner has posted plenty of notable victories 
throughout her career, but one of her biggest 
thrills was recently winning the Shergar Cup at 
Ascot as part of the Girls team. 

“It was great to win the Shergar Cup this year 
after coming so close the year before. Sammy Jo 
Bell is riding so well and Emma-Jayne (Wilson) 
is such a positive person, it rubs off on you.” 

She added: “I’ve got a few things in the 
pipeline but because I’ve kept it to myself I’ve 
not been able to do much, but I’m joining the At 
The Races team. I’ve got a few things but nothing 
I can commit 100 per cent to yet. 

“It’s a lot to take in. It’s going to be strange 
adapting at first.”
